A "Pacificist and Ecological Committee" claimed 

responsibility for a rocket attack on a nuclear power 
station under construction near Lyons, France. The attack 
occurred from the bank of the Rhone River on Saturday night 
and slammed five rockets into the walls of the retaining 
vessel which is being built to hold the fast-breeder reactor's 
core. French police said the rockets had been stolen from 
the French Army. Later press reports claim they were 60 mm 
Soviet anti-tank rockets. ati 

Although the attack probably did no significant damage 
to the facility, this is the first time an anit-nuclear 
group ,has launched an attack against a nuclear power plant. 
Nuclear power plants have been attacked before by a Basque 
terrorist group, however, their goal was politically
